M. Gambetta's perplexity is the despair of
the entire Committee of the National De-
fense. I'rom the first he has been the con-
trolling influence of the committee, and it is
he who has really ruled the republic. Hae
brought to the Government all of its energy
and vitality, Positive in thought, he cem-

The Commissioner informa us that the year
bas been one of general fruitfnlness and looal
blight—of genial Sun and fructifying rains,
which is somplitnentary to the genial Sun—
also, that the loss for the want of agrioultural
improvements has bheen exceplionally large
the past season, which is not complimentary
to the practical results of the Agrioultural
Department.

The Commissioner oconcludes his re-
port by expressing the beliof that general
regrot is manifested all over the country that
larger appropriations have not been made for
the Agricultural Department, and by asking
for more money hereaftor.

siastic in manner, he inspired faith in others,
and, untiringly industrions, he impslled
others to great and daring labors, Never
methodical, he has yvel organized the pro-
vinces and developed their resources to tha
fullest extent, and through others has armed
and disciplined in two months an army of
more than one hundred thousand men com-
potent to be trusted in battle. Ever impul-
sive and not always prudent, he has yet ap-
peared at all times the ablest worker and the
vlearest thinker of the committee. OCertainly
he was the most positive; and though his as-
sociates may not share his hopeless appre-
hensiona or consent to his proposition of an
armistice, it cannot bea concealed that the
mwan in whom France most reposed its conlfi-
dence surrenders her cause.

The proclamation has another meaniog,
which, though it may be lost on infuriated
Paria, will not be nnappreciated by the astute
and oool-headed statesman and soldier whosa
legions encircle the doomed eapital, M. Gam-
betta left Paris after it was surrounded to
organize the provinces for its relief. Ho
made vigorous efforts and asocomplished
much, aud the best troops which the pro-
vinces could furnish gallantly sought to raise
the siego. They failed, and are now in rapid
retreat npon the temporary ocapital. M.
Gambettn s application for an armistice isnot
only an acknowledgment of that failure, but
a plain, unmistakable notification to Paris
that it neced no longer vainly depend on the
provinces for aid, In other words, the pro-
vineces abandon the capital to its fate.

His sssociateés may not, but certainly the
military situation in France does, justily the
surrender of the Minister of War. [aris
remaius nopelessly surrounded; and Duorot,
in an official address, admits his failure in
the last sorties and his abandonment of the
position gained beyond the Loire. The Army
of the Loire is in retreat on Tours, and the
half of the Government which was there is
flying to Bordesux. Rouen i3 in the hands
of the Germans, and ManteniTel, their com-
mander, has been fighting before Havre,
which he threatens to invest and rednve.
The eastern fortresses are captured, and the
ongineers of the Germans are already making
the gates of Metz and Strasburg impregnable
to the future Ganl revengefully demanding
the Rhine. Lyons, practically undefended,
is indefensible, if the Germans deign to de-
wand it. In short, Paris and the provinces
too are the prey of the Germans.

There are few Americans who will not
grieve for I'rance in her melancholy sitnation.
Her people have fought gallantly, borne pri-
vation like heroes, sacrificed everything to
patriotizm; but the folly of her rulers, quile
a8 muoch as the strength of the enemy, has
involved her in disasters such as no other
great nation has suffered since Prussia was
humiliated by the first Napoleon. Im-
perialisin  insidiously drew away all her
sirength, and left her merely the ontside
show of a military organization, which
orumbled to pieces at the first blow; and re-
publicanism—if this is republicanism to
which she now trusts herself —has allowed
her to drift into a political anarchy almost as
pitiful to contemplate a8 the disasters on the

field of Lattlee. Two months ago
the Constiluent Assembly, which
is now to be summonad

for the purpose of arranging terms of sub-
mission, might have been called together
with dignily to discuss the conditions of an
bonorable peace. Ever sinee the surrender
of Sedan King William has been eager for
the establishment of a permanent authority
with which he could deal whenever the time
for negotiation came; and we have no doubt
that elsctions in districts overrun by the
(rerman armies would be in the main free—
far mors so than elections ever were in the
Empire of Napoleon IIl, But the Committes
of the National Defense did not want an elac.
tion; they distrnsted the people; and they
feared that not only & monarchical sentiment
but a peace sentiment would influence the
new representatives. They preferred to con-
duet the war entirely by their own judgment;
the result of which is that France has lost
the opportunity to negotiate, and has no
alternative but tosnbmit, Whatever favora-
ble eondition she obtsins now will be granted
by the mercy of the conqueror, or extorted
by the pressure of public opinion. It cannot
be supposed at Tonrs that the terms of
armistice will be any easier than those pro-
posed before, and we may safely assume that
Gambetta is ready in his axtremil.?' to grant
all that the KRing demands. The whole
civilized world will hope that Prussis may
give waukind on this oceasion an exawple of
justice aud generosity worthy of her splendid
military career, and s0 crown the most re-
markable campaign of modern times with a
peace that will rank in history as one of the
greatest of her glories.

GENERAL SCHENCEK AS MINISTER TO
ENGLAND.

After sending the English mission on a six

| months’ begging tour, I'resident Grant has at

last suoceeded in finding a man willing to ac-
cept it. We will not withhold our opinion
that the appointment of General Schenck is,
on the whole, a strong one; surely, in Ameri-
can eatimation, a great improvement on Mr,
Motley. General Bchenck can indeed make
no pretensions to Mr. Motley's literary, nor
even hia social, onltivation; bat, nuulike
Motley, he bas vigorous native sense, tho-
roughily Amerisan sympathiss, and too much
robustness of charscter to he wheedled by
social blandishments. He 18 a man of
rather coarse organizetion, good facnlties,
strong prejudices, narrow but clear views,
with the courage, promptitude, and decision
which are among the most valuable qualities
of a public man, Ie is genial enough so-
oially, but is in no danger of making sooial
enjoyment his business instead of relaxation,
Mr. Schenck was minister to Brazil under
President Fillmore, when Mr. Wabster wus
Secretary of State. He took an aoctive part,
wo believe, in negotiating two or three trea-
ties, acqnitting humself with eredit, althongh
nearly twenty years younger than he is at
present. He has saflicient acquaintance with
diplomatic forms to be free from embarrass-
mwent on that score, even if he lacked some-
thing of his known strength and self-re-
lience

Lord Brougham, in diseussing the qnalifi-
oations of a judge, says that the first requisite
is ability to make just decision; but next to
that, and scaroely less important, ability to
satisfy snitors that they have had fair treat-
went. In a controversy which excites so
much feeling as the Alabama qnestion, it is
important, first, that it be settled on a just
basis, and slmost equally important that the
national feeling on both sides shall recogniza
its justice. In this latter view, the sslao-
tion of General Schenck is judicious. No-
body will suspect bim of yielding anything
from complaisanoce: it is not in his dowaright
and thoroughly American nature to court the
approbaetion or live wpon the plandits of
the English nobility and ruling classes. [If
Lo sneceeds in negotiating a treaty it will
be jundged with candor on this side of the
Atlantic, encountering no prejudice from
profuse complimentary speech-making, like
Reverdy Johnson's, nor from social parasitism,
like Mr. Motley's.

We hope General Schenck may sucoeed in
coneluding a satisfactory treaty. We shall
indnlge in no captious criticism on any part
of his negotiations, It concerns the public
interest that the Alabama eontroversy shall
not go into the Presidential election. If oar
political partiesiundertike toontbid each other
in demands on Great Britais, the successful
party, whichever it may be, will come 1nto
power pledged to some dewmagogic extrava-
gance, and the two conntries may drift into a
war which the good sense of neither ap-
proves. We shonld be glad to have all onr
party differences ‘‘cease at the water's adge,”
aud to see the country unaniwous on gnes-
tions which coucern the national honor
abroad. We deprecate the introdaction of
snch questions into party politics,

We would fain persuade ourselves that the
appointment of General Schenck is the pre-
cursor of an early seitlement of the Alabama
claima. We have confidence in tha patriot-
ism and moderation of Becretary Fish, and
trust that, in the altered ecirenmstanoces, he
bas relinqnished his desire to have the nego-
tintions transferred to Washington, There
were good reasons for this preference while
Mr. Motley was Minister, for even if a fair
treaty were negotinted by a man so sub-
servient to the English aristooracy, the
country would bhave no confidence in it,
Moreover, there is no longer an opportu-
nity for the American Secretary of State
to gather the kind of lanrels he would natu-
rally seek in the settlement of this (ues-
tion, If he bad at one time a landable ambi-
tion to turn this ocecasion to J;roﬁt by im-
proving the code of international law respact-
ing neutral obligations, he mnsl perceive that
the tide has receded and stranded such hopes,
England, by the ney neutrality law pssed
this year, has done, OF her own free motion,
all that we could demand of her on this head.
Mr. Fish can no longer expeoct to connect his
name with jmportant ameliorations in the
neutral code; and now that Mr, Molley is re-
placed by an able minister, there seems no
suflicient reason for transferring the negotia-
tions to Washington.

Wae interpret the appointment of General
Schenck as & surrender of that preference.
We do net believe that a public man of his
standing and tastes would consent to take the
mission merely to perform routine duties
when a great conlroversy is swndiug. Being
no cipher at home, he wounld refuse to be a
cipher abroad. He has mo such love of glit-
ter as to conrt the position for social display;
and even if he bad that weak taste he has no
fortune to support tke expense of it; the
salary being barely sufficient to maintain the
decencies of the posilion. Wedo not helieve
that General Scbenck would have acosp'ed
the position unless he had satiefisd himself

to think that he ean negotiate a treaty that
will be ratified,

It ia not probable that the public will have
any knowledge of Mr, Schenck’s instraotions
nntil after the treaty has been acted on by
the Senate. We infer from General Girant's
rocent message that the main subsatance of
the claim will be simple indemnity for the
depredations of the Re%el oruisars, The flut.
ter into which the administration is thrown
by (he proposal of the sufferers to seek redress
direotly from the DBritish Government, is an
acknowledgment that our State Department
ennnol make out a case withont these private
claimn as ita chief basis, This is noorrect judg-
ment; for, apart from the damages inflicted
by the Alabama and similar vessels, we have
no complaint which does not equally lie
against I'rance, Bpain, and the other powers
which recognized the Uonfederates as bellige-
rents, We have no controversy with them,
but only with Greal Britain, elthongh their
conduct was similar to hers exocapt the build-
ing and esoape of vessels to ravaga our com-
merce. It is becanse we should have no case
if the Alubama claims were separately seot-
tled, that the admiunistration
disconcerted by the proposal of the claimants
to seek redresg from Great Britain withoat
the intervention of onr Government, It was
to bead off this scheie of redress that Gen.
Gronl in hisa message recommended the im-
mediate paymont of the claims by onr Gov-
ernment, “'so that the Government shall have
tho ownership of the private claims as well as
the responsible gontrol of all the demands
against Great Britain,” Except as a means of
guiping time by forestalling ‘the proposed
anction of the American elaimants, this seams
a weak device. If they are encouraged to

expect payment from theirown Government, |

they will not be likely to seek it from Greal
Britain; aud we presuwme the sole purposs of
flinging out this bait was to keep the claim-
ants quiet while the Government shonld un-
derinke to setile the controversy. It accords
neither with usage nor good sense to audit
ivdividunel claiws against Great Dritain with-
ont giving her au opportunity to acrutinize
themw. After a basis of settlement is agreed
upon, the natural and msual mode of pro-
cedure would be the appointment of a joint
commigsion of both nations to pass upon in-
dividusl demends. The recommendation in
the aunual message is absurd except as a de-
vice for hending off a direct settlement be-
tween the claimants and the British Govarn.-
ment. Baot it is instructive, as showing how
entirely our Government feels that it must
rest on the private claims to make out a case;
and in this view it may throw some light on
the probable nature of General Schenck's in-
structions.
GENERAT, GRANT AS PRESIDENT OF
THE UNITED STATES AND A8 HEAD
OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY.

General Grant, in the White Honse, has
two important pmts to play—that of states-
man and that of pelitician; that of President
of the U'nited States and that of head of the
Republican party, In other words, he is

charged with the duties of the Quesn of Eng- |

land and the labors and responsibilities of
her Primue Minister. He is the head of the

State, and the head of the party in power. |

His tenure of office, too, as head of the
State depenuds materially upon his course as
Lead of the party responsible for his adminis-
iration. Elected for ous term of four years,
snd a candidate for another term, as the re-
presentative of the Republican party, it 1s his
palicy, and is elearly his purpose, so to con-
duet his administration as to maintain the
ascendency of his party in order to sscure his
re-election.

As Fresident of the United States, General

Grant Las proved himself, to the satisfaction |

of the country, a careful, thoughtful, honest,
and conscientious public servant, His last

apnusl message amply illustrates his desires |
and his purpose to give in every department |

of his great oflice a good account of his
stewardship. 'We see that he has fixed his
wind npon reform in the collection of the

revenues, upon retrenchment in the expendi- |

tures of the Treasury, upon the reduction of
our beavy taxation as fast and as far as pos-
sible, consistently with an encouraging re-
demption of the public debt; and we see,
too, that while not inscnsible (St, Domingo)

to the upiversal American idea of *‘manifest |

destiny,” he wishes to maintain peace with
all foreign nations, in order that with the
largest development of our abounding
resources of wealth and prosperity the pu%-
lic burdens muy be lightened and the public
confidence in our national eredit, faith, and
cupabilitios siwengthened from astill enlarging
surplus revenue upon still diminishing taxes,
This is General Grant's policy, clearly de.
fined in bis late message as President of the
United States; and, as the policy of the chisf
executive officer and guoardian ef all the
States and all the people, it is very good. In
a word, the country is satisfied from the in-
trinsic evidence of the measage that in Gene.
ral Grant we have a good, careful, and honest
President, zealously devoling himselfl to the
interests, the honor, and the psace and pros-
perity of the country,

As the bead, the embediment and standard
bearer for 1872 of the Hepublican party, we
bave only, then, to consider the merits and
deficiencies of General Graut. In the outset
it was apparent that he had resolved to try
the experiment of ‘“‘runnisg the machine’
without the aid of the politiciaus; but the
experiment soon proved a failure. With the
failure these impostant faets appeared—that
the President must be the organ in his offics
